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School and parents 
call for 20mph limit

A CAMPAIGN to slow traffic down 
on a fast stretch of road outside a 
school is gathering momentum. 

Parents of children at Coupals 
Primary Academy in Chalkstone 
Way have joined with staff at the 
school in calling for a 20mph speed 
limit to be set up in the area. 

The road, currently limited at 
30mph, is a busy thoroughfare in 
the town and there are concerns 
for the safety of children walking to 
and from school. 

Mum Ruth Luckey, 34, lives near¬ 
by She has two children, aged 10 
and 7 years old, who both attend 
the school. She became concerned 
with the speed of the traffic in the 
area and approached the school to 
see what could be done. 

She said: “I noticed around town 
that other schools all had signs and 
things outside stating there was a 
school there. 

“I thought the same needed to be 
done here and cars needed to be 
aware and slow down. 

“I asked a few parents and people 


I knew. It is such a busy road and, 
though there is a zebra crossing, 
people still drive very fast. It can 
also be quite busy. 

“I think drivers should be more 
aware of the busy times of day be¬ 


tween 8.30am and 9.30am and 3pm 
and 3.30pm. There are children 
around. They need to take care.” 

The school then contacted Suf¬ 
folk County Council to investigate 
the feasibility of bringing the limit 


down to 20mph. 

David Maguire, Head of School, 
said he supported the calls and 
thought the reduced speed limit 
would improve safety. 

“I think it is a really good idea,” 


said Mr Maguire. “The fact the par¬ 
ents have raised it is really positive. 
That road can be very fast. It’s busy 
and it’s also a major bus route. Chil¬ 
dren come from all over and a lot of 
them walk. 

“About 24 years ago, there was 
an accident in Millfields Way and 
a child was hit. They put in speed 
bumps on the road there after that. 

“Despite that, people still try to 
drive quickly along this road. It’s 
dangerous, particularly with chil¬ 
dren there. It’s an added element of 
risk. Anything that makes that road 
a little bit safer would be a real posi¬ 
tive.” 

Councillor Tony Brown repre¬ 
sents Haverhill at Suffolk County 
Council. He said: “Being the local 
councillor, I would fully support 
that idea. It would come before Suf¬ 
folk County Council and it would 
need to fulfil certain criteria they 
would have. 

“There would need to be com¬ 
munity support for this to go fur¬ 
ther. It needs backing from parents. 

“They [the council] would prob¬ 
ably measure the speed of the traf¬ 
fic and look at congestion issues in 
the area.”

Villagers push 
forward with 
bid to buy pub

A LOCAL pub has taken the 
first step along the road to 
belonging to the communi¬ 
ty after villagers threw their 
support behind it. 

The Cock is the only pub 
in Thurlow. 

Today - Thursday - is the 
deadline by which the vil¬ 
lagers had to register their 
interest in making the pub 
a community-owned venue. 

In May, the pub was listed 
as a community asset. Com¬ 
munity ownership would 
protect the pub from be¬ 
ing converted into shops or 
housing. 

About 200 questionnaires 
were circulated and meet¬ 
ings were held to gauge the 
public’s interest in owning 
the pub. 

Villagers came out in force 
to show their support and 
the planning department of 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council has now been in¬ 
formed of the villagers’ in¬ 
terest. 

Molly Hawkins, Thurlow 
Parish Clerk, praised the 
groundswell of public sup¬ 


port. She said: “We had an 
open meeting and everyone 
agreed we should support 
this. 

“St Edmundsbury’s plan¬ 
ning department has been 
advised that the village and 
community wishes to take 
on the pub. The asset will 
not be disposed of.” 

Mrs Hawkins said it was 
important for a small com¬ 
munity like Thurlow to keep 
its pub. 

“It would be such a shame 
if it did close down,” she 
said. “In my opinion, it is 
a base for the community 
and, in the past, has been 
used by all sorts of people, 
not just drinkers, but peo¬ 
ple going there for food or to 


meet friends.” 

Mrs Hawkins said the pub 
could become more of a 
hub, incorporating a small 
shop, library, or a post-office 
to bolster its revenue and 
improve services in the vil¬ 
lage. 

“We lost the shop a cou¬ 
ple of years ago,” she said. 
“You’ve also got to go a fair 
way to the next post office. It 
is inconvenient. People keep 
putting forward the idea 
of having a multi use asset 
there.” 

The villagers now have 
until February 27 to put to¬ 
gether a formal bid for com¬ 
munity ownership of the 
Cock and to present it to the 
current owner.

A NEW town clock was un¬ 
veiled in Haverhill last Friday 
afternoon. 

The design, which features 
three angels pointing in dif¬ 
ferent directions to repre¬ 
sent the three counties the 
town sits between, was the 
idea of students at Haver¬ 
hill’s Samuel Ward Academy. 

The idea to create a new 
town clock came initially 
from Cllr Gordon Cox, who 
approached the town coun¬ 
cil with the idea in Septem¬ 
ber 2013. 

Cllr Cox passed away last 
year, before he could see the 
project completed, and the 
clock is now being dedicated 
as a memorial to him.

“Originally the angels on 
the top had their arms down 
but my dad wasn’t happy 
with that. He wanted the 
arms up towards the sky - 
now that’s quite ironic as he 
has passed away and today 
is the first anniversary of his 
death. 

“He would be delighted 
with the clock. My family 
and I feel very honoured to 
have the clock in memory of 
him.” 

Mayor of Haverhill Cllr 
Betty McFatchy made an of¬ 
ficial dedication to Cllr Cox 
at the unveiling ceremony. 

She said: “It was Gordon’s 
idea for a clock and against 
opposition for a while he 
stuck to his guns. He was so 
pleased when the design 
went to Samuel Ward Acad¬ 
emy. 

“As far as I am concerned, 
Britain has always had the 
best engineers in the coun¬ 
try and with the design and 
engineering that has gone 
into this clock shows that 
the students at Samuel Ward 
Academy are following in 
their footsteps.”

Town clerk Colin Poole 
said: “We have had lots of 
very positive comments 
about it.

and hopefully it will fulfill its 
practical purpose as well. 

“It will be a great reminder 
of the day the Olympic torch 
came through the town.” 

The design was developed 
by Samuel Ward students 
with art teacher Neil Wil¬ 
liams and structural engi¬ 
neers. 

A series of Sunday work¬ 
shops were held at the school 
so that members of the pub¬ 
lic could get involved in the 
creative process as well. 

Students at the school also 
chose the name “The Victory 
Clock” to represent the pride 
they have in the town. 

The clock faces were de¬ 
signed by Samuel Ward’s 
head of photography Da¬ 
vid Harwood, with designer 
Russ Bennett.

200-year-old cottage is 
saved from demolition

A 200-year-old cottage has been 
saved from possible demolition. 

Flint Cottage in Haverhill’s 
Bumpstead Road looked in danger 
of being demolished if a planning 
application to build seven homes 
on the site where it stands had 
been approved. 

But at a meeting of St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council’s planning 
committee last Thursday council¬ 
lors chose to unanimously reject 
the application. 

They said squeezing seven 
homes onto the site would be over¬ 
development, and they wanted 
to protect the wildlife corridor 
formed by the gardens in Bump- 
stead Road. 

Cllr Julia Wakelam said: “Cram¬ 
ming seven dwellings into that 
space is just absurd. 

“Shoving an overcrowded little 
modern development in there isn’t 
going to create any sense of place 
or sense of community.” 

Other concerns raised included 
the possibility of flooding on the

new development and road safety 
concerns. 

Cllr David Roach said: “There’s 
no way that any child could go to 
any school in Haverhill from there 
without walking in the road.” 

Cllr John Burns said that a simi¬ 
lar application, which had been 
withdrawn in 2014, had received 
an objection from the Highways 
Agency. 

One of the greatest objections 
was the fact that if outline plan¬ 


ning permission was granted, the 
200-year-old cottage could end up 
demolished. 

Cllr Tony Brown said: “Please 
don’t let another part of our town’s 
heritage go. We have seen the 
wrecking ball too many times over 
the last 50 years.” 

These objections were echoed 
by representations from Bump- 
stead road resident Bill Taylor and 
Haverhill town councillor Pat Han¬ 
lon. 


Mr Taylor said: “I do not believe 
that anyone in this room can find 
any thread of moral or ethical jus¬ 
tification to permit the destruction 
of a unique 200-year-old cottage.” 

The officer’s report on the ap¬ 
plication stressed that permission 
was sought for the principle of 
building on the site, not a specific 
plan. This meant that the potential 
demolition of the cottage, and is¬ 
sues with accessing the road, could 
not be a reason for refusing the ap¬ 
plication. 

Cllr Wakelam said: “We are in a 
sort of Alice in Wonderland world 
where we aren’t allowed to consid¬ 
er access but we are asked to con¬ 
sider the application.” 

But the council still voted against 
the proposal, a move that local res¬ 
idents had been campaigning for 
since the application was submit¬ 
ted last year. 

After the meeting, Mr Taylor de¬ 
scribed the result as “a victory for 
common sense and decency”.

A chance to sort 
our High Street 

AS David Cameron announced on 
Monday, towns with a mayor will be 
given the opportunity to set their own 
business tax.

Cameron said any town with a mayor 
can now reset this so I suggest we 
decrease these charity shops to higher 
business tax and lower the other 
stores to encourage smaller business 
to take up places in our High Street 
again and bring back shoppers from 
other towns, encouraging growth, 
sadly we lost many stores like Tony 
Strowgers jewellers and Morleys 
because of the high overheads.

A CROSSING on a dangerous 
stretch of road will be com¬ 
pleted in time for Christmas, 
despite numerous set backs. 

Campaigners have been 
pushing for the completion 
of a road crossing for the 
A1307, outside Sainsbury’s in 
Haverhill, for two years. 

Now, the council has vowed 
to push the work forward, 
hoping for the project to be 
completed before Christmas. 

A Suffolk Highways spokes¬ 
person said: “We would like to 
apologise for the delay to the 
planned pedestrian crossing 
works on Cambridge Road at 
Haverhill, however an initial 
plan is now in place and our 
current aim is to start work at 
the beginning of December 
with a view to finishing the 
works in advance of Christ-

“We will be completing 
the design and construction 
programme over the next few 
weeks to ensure that there are 
no unforeseen issues on site 
that could affect the delivery 
and timing of the work.” 

Resident Ron Davies said 
he started the fight to bring 
a crossing to the A1307 out¬ 
side Haverhill Sainsbury’s in 
October 2012 after he saw 
two boys nearly get knocked 


down there. The supermar¬ 
ket is across the road from a 
busy bus stop where young 
people get off the bus from 
Cambridge. 

Campaigners were told 
that work on installing the 
crossing would begin in Oc¬ 
tober, and Mr Davies says he 
was told in April it would be 
built in September. 

Mr Davies has raised safety 
concerns about the crossing 
not being delivered before 
winter sets in. He said: “It’s 
going to be very, very dan¬ 
gerous. There’s going to be 
no extra lights. The problem 
is people crossing at 4pm in 
the evening and it’s already 
dark.” 

Mr Davies got in contact 
with West Suffolk MP Mat¬ 
thew Hancock and he joined 
the campaign.

Man jailed 
for abusing 
schoolgirl 

A MAN from Haverhill who sexually 
abused a schoolgirl has been jailed 
for more than ten years. 

David Gray, 52, of Ash Grove, 
had pleaded not guilty but in 
August was convicted by a jury at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

On Monday, Gray was brought 
back to court to be sentenced 
by Judge Martyn Levett who had 
presided over his trial. 

The prosecution had alleged 
that Gray had repeatedly sexually 
assaulted a 14-year-old girl over 
a period of more than a two years 
and told her not to tell anyone 
about what he was doing as it was 
"their secret." 

Prosecuting, Isobel Ascherson 
said the mother of the girl had 
gone to the police after discovering 
social media messages from Gray. 

Giving evidence, Gray told the 
jury that the only physical contact 
he had with the girl had been a 
"friendly hug" and claimed that the 
allegations against him were lies. 

Gray was found guilty of two 
offences of assault by penetration 
and one of sexual activity with a 
child. 

Jailing him for ten years and 
six months, Judge Levett ordered 
Gray to sign on the sexual offences 
register indefinitely and made a 
restraining order banning Gray 
from contacting his victim. 


YOUNG actors took their 
stage-craft to the streets on 
Saturday with impromptu 
performances of scenes 
from their new play. 

The Centre Stage theatre 
company has had a bumper 
year and now, prior to their 
upcoming production of 
the Addams Family, they are 
looking for novel ways to 
promote themselves.

Jim Morgan, chairman of 
the Centre Stage Company, 
said the street performances 
were a new way of attracting 
attention to the group’s ris¬ 
ing young stars. 

He said: “We are trying 
to move away from the tra¬ 
ditional posters and were 
looking for new ways to tell 
people about the show.

Normally, the group rais¬ 
es money with sales from 
its Christmas pantomime, 
which then funds its activi¬ 
ties throughout the rest of 
the year. This year, however, 
has been an unusually suc¬ 
cessful one for the group, 
with bumper ticket sales for 
its productions of Annie and 
the Vicar of Dibley boosting 
the group’s sales. 

The group has also won 
numerous awards and has 


been recognised for its con¬ 
tribution to the town. 

Now, they are looking to 
use that success to engage 
more young people in the 
group. 

“It is a vision I have held 
for many years,” said Mr 
Morgan.

Hopton Rise, Haverhill. 

On Wednesday, at Ipswich 
Crown Court, Judge Rupert 
Overbury said the trial was 
expected to last seven days.

UP-AND-coming Bristol indie 
band Coasts play The Junction 
this week.

Liam on... rehearsing in a

The truth is that it was the 
cheapest place we could 
possibly rehearse. We were 
just starting out the band 
and everything costs a lot of 
money.

deal - cheaper than cheap! It 
was insanely echoey but not 
too s poky. 

... building up a strong 
fanbase 

The first year you literally go all 
around the country - it's called 
the 'toilet circuit'- everyone 
does it. The first time you play 
to four people and you feel like 
it's all a waste of time. And 
then the next time you go it's 
25 people, and then then next 
time it's 50 people and the 
next time it's 100. It really does 
work, if you put on a good 


show. That's my advice to 
bands: do it the hard way, do 
it the long way. 

...making the Radio 1 playlist 
We just got on the B list for 
Radio 1, which is a really big 
deal: it's really hard to get 
on, much harder than I ever 
expected. But that really means 
that now we can go and play 
live and it feels like there's 
momentum building through 
that. If you're on the radio a 
lot and gigging a lot, people 
can really start to discover you 
properly on a large scale. 


... the band's exciting year 
so far 

We played Glastonbury, on the 
John Peel stage, which was 
absolutely amazing, and we 
played Coachella in California. 
It's nowhere near as good 
as Glastonbury but it is the 
American version. Much more 
fashionable and much less 
muddy!

New in-car laws 
on smoking and 
consumer rights 



DOING RIGHT BY YOU: The aim of the new Consumer Rights Act 
is to 'bring consumer law up to date' 


T HERE are two new pieces 
of motoring-related 
legislation which came 
into force yesterday. 

The first is that it is now an 
offence to smoke in a vehicle 
with anyone under 18 present. 

The second is that the new 
Consumer Rights Act replaces 
the Sales of Good Act. 

My Car Check, the 
consumer vehicle data 
provider, has commented on 
the implications of the new 
laws for the trade. 

Justin Powell, manager of 
My Car Check's Glasgow call 
centre, said: "Most people 
agree that smoking with kids 
in the car is no longer socially 
acceptable. This new law 
makes it an offence to smoke 
in a vehicle with anyone under 
18 present. The penalty is a 
£50 fine for both the driver 
and the smoker. The other 
thing to bear in mind about in- 
car smoking is the detrimental 
affect on the car's saleability 
- ash marks, burns or cigarette 
odour will turn off many 
buyers and can easily knock 
10% off the resale value." 

Of the new law on 
consumer rights Powell, said: 
"The new Consumer Rights 
Act replaces the Sale of Goods 
Act. The most important 
implications for consumers 
buying from a bona fide motor 
trader are firstly, a period of 
30 days in which to return 
faulty goods and obtain a full 
refund, and secondly a right 
to one repair within the initial 
six months. 


"These are very welcome 
consumer entitlements, but 
there's a big problem: the 
vast majority of unscrupulous 
behaviour concerns vehicles 
offered privately, not by 
dealers. Establishing the 
identity of the seller is 
absolutely crucial. Check the 
V5C logbook. If you are buying 
from a private seller it will be 
a civil agreement between two 
parties, ie it would not covered 
by the Consumer Rights Act. 
Professional car dealers are 
heavily regulated and generally 
provide a great service." 

The new Consumer Rights 
Act is the biggest shake-up of 
consumer law in a generation, 
with a mission to strengthen, 
clarify and modernise 
protection for shoppers. 

Buyers are guaranteed a 
full refund up to 30 days after 
buying a faulty item: the Act 
provides protection for digital 
purchases for the first time and 
cracks down on unfair terms in 


contracts. 

Shoppers now have 30 
days to reject a faulty item 
and demand a full refund, 
clarifying previously unclear 
rules on how long this period 
should last. 

After 30 days, retailers have 
one opportunity to repair or 
replace a faulty item, at the 
customer's choosing. 

If the attempt at a repair or 
replacement is unsuccessful, 
the consumer can then claim 
a refund or a price reduction if 
they want to keep the product. 

The new act also extends 
clear legal rights to digital 
purchases, giving consumers 
the right to a repair or 
replacement for faulty 
downloaded or streamed 
content such as apps, music, 
movies, games or e-books. 

Citizens Advice chief 
executive Gillian Guy said: 
"Clear consumer rights 
are good for shoppers and 
businesses."
